Need of a General History 


It is a fact patent to all students of the history of our country that there is no general work, 
covering the whole ground, by a trained writer or group of writers. The renowned Ameri. 
can historians, such as Bancroft, Prescott, Fiske, and others, have treated limited fields or 
periods. 

This need is intensified by the rapid increase in the number of newly-discovered sources of 
history, and of valuable monographs founded on masses of hitherto unused material. Con. 
ventional views of American history are changing, and it is time to register in its totality 
the present state of information and press home the lessons of recent national experience. 
It was with this purpose in view that ‘‘ The American Nation” was conceived—a history 
that should correspond to the world’s advance in historical scierce and to the naticn’ 
knowledge of itself. 


Method, Dates, Maps, and Details 


The work is divided into chronological periods, so that the volumes make an unbroken 
sequence. Each volume is the work of one specialist in that particular part of our history 
of which his volume treats. The whole work, therefore, while of enormous and compre- 
hensive scope, presents a systematic and well-knit history, which at every turn and detail 
is of highest authority. Long extracts are rigidly excluded. The movement and sparkle 
of the times are caught by the frequent use of only brief quotations from sources. Tle 
Series of volumes includes a set of unexcelled maps in color and in black and white. Taken 
together they furnish an admirable tute for an expensive American atlas.

He abandons his friends and goes about seeking some- 
one to make happy. He gave a thoroughly good 
time to a small boot-black and afterwards adopted 
him.

BIBLIOGRAPHIC NOTES. 


Haicut & Co., Toronto, have just pub- 
lished the second supplement to their “Cana- 
dian Catalogue of Books, 1791-1895,” com- 
es the books published in 1897. (58 p. 
In May of this year was published in 
Petersburg, Russia, the first part of a cat- 
alogue of books published in Russia from 
January 1 to March 31, 1904, under the title 
of “Spisok knig, vysedsich v. Rossii v. 1904 
godu.” Hitherto the booktrade in Russia was 
restricted to the weekly lists of books that 
were printed in the official messenger, 
Pravitelstvennyj Vestnik, and that were pub- 
lished separately once a year for special gov- 
ernmental institutions. 


THe New York Pustic Lrerary has just 
published, in a neat pamphlet, a “ List of 
Maps of the World, illustrating the progress 
of geographical knowledge from the earliest 
times to the end of the 17th century.” The 
233 maps listed were exhibited in the Lenox 
branch on the occasion of the visit of the 
eighth International Geographical Congress.

THE RUINOUS POLICY OF LARGE 
ROYALTIES. 


Unpber the above caption an anonymous 
writer in the Boston Evening Transcript 
makes some “confessions” that will startle 
no one acquainted with the facts, but which, 
mevertheless, deserve the careful considera- 
tion of all interested in the perpetuation of 
a sound publishing business. The writer, 
who appears to be well-informed on the sub- 
ject, gives the following incident as the text 
of his remarks: 


The author of a very popular book, who 
has written another that will be as popular, 
wishes me to pubiish it, so he is kind enough 
to say; and he came to see me and asked on 
what terms I would bring it out. In these 
strenuous times he can dictate his own terms 
to his publisher; and I happened to know 
that two houses had made him offers. 

I confess, since I am old-fashioned, that 
this method of an author shocks me. If he 
does not openly hawk his book and his repu- 
tation, he at least tempts one publisher to 
bid against another, and thus invites the pub- 
lisher to regard it as a mere commodity. 
But I suppressed my dislike of the method 
and went straight about the business of get- 
ting the book, for I should like to have it. 

“T will give you,” I said, “twenty per cent. 
royalty, and I will pay you $5000 on the day 
of publication.” 

The words had not fallen from my mouth 
before I wished to recall them, for the pub- 
lishing of books cannot be successfully done 
on these terms. There are only two or three 
books a year that can pay so much. 

“I will consider it,” said he. 

Abject as I was, I recovered myself far 
enough to say: “No, the offer is made for 
acceptance now or never—before this con- 
versation ends. I cannot keep it open.” 

“My dear sir.” I went on, for I was re- 
gaining something of my normal courage, 
“do you know what twenty per cent. roy- 
alty on a $1.50 book means? You receive 
thirty cents for every copy sold. My net 
profit is about four or five cents a copy, if 
I manufacture it well and advertise it 
generously; and I supply the money in ad- 
vance. I make an advance to you; I pay 





“But I can get twenty per cent. from al- 


most any other publisher,” he replied, truth- 


fully. “Why should I consider less from 


you?” 


I could not answer him, except by saying: 
“Yes, I am not blaming you—not quite; 


but there is a grave fault in the system 
that has brought about this general result. 


You may have forgotten that this high roy- 


alty is a direct temptation to a publisher to 
scimp his advertising. You expect generous 
advertising of the book. Well, I can never 


sign an order for an advertisement of it 
without recalling the very narrow margin 
of profit that I have. An order for $500 
worth of advertising will take as much net 
profit as I can make on ten thousand copies.” 

“Again, when I come to manufacture the 


book, I cannot help recalling that gilt let- 


ters on the cover will increase the cost by 
one cent or two cents a copy. You tempt 
me to do all my work in the cheapest pos- 


sible way.” 

The writer of the above comes to the con- 
clusion, reached also by others of his profes- 
sion, that there is no money in business con- 
ducted in this way; that, in fact, there is 
positive danger to all concerned in continu- 
ing publishing on such lines. The rise of 
royalties paid to popular authors is the most 
important recent fact in the publishing world. 
Not many years ago ten per cent. was the 
almost universal rule; and a ten per cent. 
royalty on a book that sells only reasonably 
well, as the Transcript writer points out, 1s 
afair bargain between publisher and author. 
If the publisher does his work well—makes 
the book well, advertises it well, keeps 4 
well-ordered and well-managed and energetic 
house—this division of the profits is a fair 
division—except in the case of a book that 
has a phenomenally large sale. Then he can 
afford to pay more. But unless a book has 
a pretty good sale, it will not leave a profit 
after paying more than a ten per cent. roy- 
alty. To quote further: 

“Figure it for yourself. The retail price 
of a novel is $1.50. The retail bookseller 


buys it for about ninety cents. The whole- 
sale bookseller buys it from the publisher 
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bout eighty cents. In some cases for 
i a ell This eighty cents must pay the 
~ost of manufacturing the book; of selling 
it: of advertising it;* must pay its share 


towards the cost of keeping the publisher’s: 


nt going—and this is a large and 
est cain Fr rust pay the author; and 
i« must leave the publisher himself some 
small profit. Now, if out of this eighty cents 
which must be divided for so many purposes, 
the author receives a royalty of twenty per 
cent. (thirty cents a copy), there is left, of 
course, only fifty cents to pay all the other 
items. No other half-dollar in this world 
has to suffer such ‘careful and continuous 
division.” 

It is desirable, of course, that the author 
should receive the highest returns for his 
labor compatible with the returns from his 
publisher’s investment; but an author should 
set even above his immediate income from 
any particular book the stability of his pub- 
lisher. If the publisher’s institution is not 
sound and is not kept sound, the loss to the 
author in money and in standing may be very 
great. The embarrassment, or failure, of a 
publishing firm now and then causes much 
gossip; for a publishing house is a centre 
of publicity. But nobody outside the pro- 
fession knows what practical trouble and 
confusion and loss every failure or financial 
embarrassment of a publishing firm costs the 
writing world. The normal sale of many 
books is stopped. The authors lose in the end, 
and they lose heavily. 

Referring to the effects of the evil of com- 
petition among publishers upon the author 
himself, the Transcript writer gives the fol- 
lowing incident: 


Here is a true tale of a writer of good 
fiction: He made a most promising start. 
His first book, in fact, caused him to be 
sought by several publishers, who do not 
hesitate to solicit clients—a practice that 
other dignified professions discourage. The 
publisher of his first book gave him a ten 
per cent. royalty. For his second book he 
demanded more. A rival publisher offered 
him twenty per cent. The second book also 
succeeded. But the author in the meantime 
had heard the noise of other publishing 
houses. He had made the acquaintance of 
another writer whose books (which were 
better than his) had sold in much greater 
quantities. Of course, the difference in sales 
could not be accounted for by the literary 
qualities of the books—his friend had a bet- 
ter publisher than he—so he concluded. His 
third book, therefore, was placed with a 
third publisher, because he would advertise 
more loudly. Well, that publisher failed. 

i$ failure, by the way, the report of the 
receivers showed, was caused by spending 
°o much in unproductive advertising. 


fre _ our author stood, then, with three 
“ * There have been novels so extravagantly 


the advertising alone amounted t 
72 cents for every copy sold. , 
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books, each issued by a different publish- 
ing house. What should he do with his 


fourth book? He came back to his second 


publisher, who had, naturally, lost some of 
his enthusiasm for such an author. To cut 
the story short, that man now has books 
on five publishers’ lists. Not one of the 
publishers counts him as his particular client. 


In a sense, his books are all neglected. 


One has never helped another. He has got 
no cumulative result of his work. He has 
become a sort of stray dog in the publishing 


world. He has cordial relations with no 


publisher ; and his literary product has really 
declined. He scattered his influence, and he 
is paying the natural penalty. 


All this is not news; the novelty consists 


simply in the fact that the information has 
been made public. So far as it goes it only 
gives further evidence of the peculiar busi- 
ness methods practiced in the book trade. 


Some time ago it became notorious that the 


booksellers were ruining themselves by giv- 


ing away their profits in the shape of ex- 


cessive discounts to the book-buying public; 


now we have the confession of a publisher 
that he and his colleagues are in danger of 
ruining themselves by granting royalties to 
some of their authors far in excess of the 
earning capacity of their books. Truly, a 
lamentable confession, and an unnecessary 
one besides, because the remedy for all these 
ills lies within the reach of the complainants. 





A HISTORICAL CATALOGUE OF THE 
BIBLE. 


Dopp, Meap & Co. will act as American 
agents for the “Historical Catalogue of the 
printed editions of Holy Scriptures in the Li- 
brary of the British and Foreign Bible So- 
ciety,” compiled by T. H. Darlow and H. F. 
Moule. The catalogue is planned throughout 
on a historical basis. The books are divided 
according to languages. Under each lan- 
guage-heading, all editions—whether complete 
Bibles, Testaments, or separate portions—are 
arranged in strictly chronological order ac- 
cording to their dates of publication. This 
method exhibits the history of Bible transla- 
tion in any tongue, and has peculiar value as 
tracing the evolution of those missionary ver- 
sions which the Bible Society specially exists 
to promote. In order to make the sequence 
complete the editors have endeavored to note 
each vital link in the lineage of a version, in 
its proper place, enclosing between brackets 
such editions as are not represented in the 
library. Commentaries are omitted, unless 
they contain a continous text, which is then 
catalogued under its own language. 

The English section, which includes the fa- 
mous Fry collection, is just ready. The sec- 
ond volume, which is in active preparation, 
enumerates editions of the Scriptures in all 
other languages, arranged in alphabetical or- 
der, with a prefixed list of polyglots. An in- 
dex of (a) translators and editors, (b) print- 
ers and publishers, and (c) places of printing 
and publication, is added to each volume. 
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DALLAS (TEX.) A BOOK CENTRE. 


Wuite there have been many assertions, 
boastful but easily proven, to the effect that 
Dallas is the centre of the State for saddles 
and harness, implements, dry goods, drugs 
and nearly every other industry, the Dallas 
News claims that the fact that Dallas is a 
book centre of the Southwest seems to have 
been overlooked. 

“Last year the various wholesale book con- 
cerns of Dallas,” so the Dallas News reports, 
“did more than one million dollars’ worth of 
business in books alone. These figures were 
secured after a careful canvass of the whole- 
salers and are exclusive of the sales of the 
retailers, who furnish the largest share of 
books to the local trade. : 

“Readers in every part of Texas, in the three 
adjoining Territories, in Colorado, Arkansas, 
Louisiana, in fact in all the States of the 
Pacific slope get their Shakespeares, their 
Ruskins, Brownings, Tennysons, Dickenses 
and almost all other standard authors from 
Dallas. The city is the distributing point of 
the school books for the tens of thousands of 
school children west of the Mississippi, and 
south of the Mason and Dixie line. 

“This information was gleaned from a talk 
with W. C. Everett, who is manager of the 
Methodist Publishing House in Dallas. Mr. 
Everett in speaking of the greatness of Dallas 
as a book centre, said: 

“Our territory covers three or four States 
and as many Territories, and there is a grow- 
ing demand for good books. 

“*4\ man who saw a bookstore in Dallas 
fifteen years ago and then left the city and 
returned to see one of to-day would hardly 
believe his eyes. The growth of the business 
would be incomprehensible to him. Dallas 
sells lots of books. One of our men made a 
canvass of the wholesale houses and ascer- 
tained that they alone sold last year over one 
million dollars’ worth of books. 

“*This amount does not include the vast 
number of books sold by retailers to local and 
transient custom. The retailer enjoys a pros- 
perous business, and declares that the people 
of Dallas are rapacious readers and that they 
are discriminate, too. The demand for blood 
and thunder and detective stories, and cheap, 
plotless novels is a bit too healthy, but it looks 
like a puny invalid compared with the demand 
for the same class of literature in other States. 

“*On the other hand, there has been an un- 
balanced demand for literature of the higher 
sort—pages of heavy rhetoric which require 


the reader to delve deep into the description
